Police Strength Vital 


After a feature article on the front 

of The Edmonton Bulletin called at- 
tes to the wholesale infraction of 
traffic laws by motorists and pedestrians 


And now, when the formal report is in, 
shouting its own urgency, it gets kicked 
around for more than zx month until a 
Bulletin reporter goes out and shows just 
how dangerously the traffic laws are being 
flouted because of the lack of constables 
to enforce them. 

Then the mayor says we must hurry up 
and do something about it, 

Ultimate traffic safety depends prima- 
rily, of course, upon a properly organized 
traffic system which should be prepared 
by an expert and professional traffic 
survey. 

But even with the best traffic system 
in the world, both motorists and pedes- 
trians would have to obey the traffic laws. 

And there is no reason why they should 
not be made to obey them. 

From time to time, excellent and use- 
ful efforts are put forth to make the public 
acquainted with these laws, to instruct 
children in traffic behavior and to make 
everybody safety conscious, 

But the basic principle of traffic law 
enforcement is still the presence of enough 
policemen on strategic corners to see that 
the laws are respected. 

Pedestrians must be made to stop jay- 
walking. Motorists must be made to respect 
the rights of pedestrians at intersections. 

Only this strict enforcement will 
prevent traffic fatalities. And only an 
adequate police force can effect this en- 
forcement. 

The information is all in the hands of 
the city.

WINNIPEG —This is a sort of 
half-way point in our tour across 
the country and I fee) I should 
take stock of the west.

or penetrating has emerged.

A musician in the band at 
Banff was worrled about a win- 
ter job.

farmer we've met is 


worried about almost every- 
thing. 

What the men of this nation, 
and their wives, are discussing, 
what occupies their attention to 
the point of obscuring nearly 
everything else, is the job and 
how to get along on what it pays. 

I never wrote a sentence I be- 
lieved more than that one. For 
the concentration on individual 


economic security is everybody's 


No. 1 concern. All else is sec- 
ondary. 
A reporter abroad in this 


country can get some opinion on 
almost any subject, but when 
you listen rather than ask, when 
you've nothing you want to 
prove, you find that the people 
are talking about the high cost of 
living, the personal problems of 
making both ends meet and the 
plans and dreams for “something 
better.” 

I don’t claim to know if ft’s a 
sign of the times or even if it 
is a national characteristic, What 
it adds up to is ab ut equa! parts 
of discontent and anxiety. 


Day Wasted 
Over Korea 


I have given up trying to get 
a cross-section or a Canadian 
man-in-the-street opinion aout 
anything. In Regina, for ex- 
ample, I wasted a day trying to 
find out what people thought 
about the war in Korea and the 
possibility of world conflict. 

It seemed a good idea. I'd 
read two stories that day in the 
Leader-Post. One was about 
Brook Chisholm, who had said 
that only 10 per cent of the 
world’s population might survive 
the third go. 

Another was a speculation story 
out of Chicago about a new 
“death sand” or radio-active dust 
that may help Chisholm's grisly 
prediction. 

I started asking people what 
they thought about all this. 

I got nothing I thought was 
worth passing on. People just 
don’t seem to feel a sense of 
identity with themselves and an- 
other war, any more than they 
think of their individual role in 
national unity.
